.scores  .show  that  the  Birds  were  out- 
played, they  were  always  fighting 
and  gave  a  good  account  of  them- 
selves. 

The  most  outstanding  showings  of 
the  Petrels  quintet  were  those  with 
■Ft.  Benning  and  the  University  of 
C!hattanooga.  Both  games  were  won 
in  the  home  gym  by  a  one  point  marg- 


in and  both  return  games  were  lost 
by  a  slim  margin. 

It  would  be  hard  to  select  any  out- 
standing performers  for  the  Petrels, 
except  for  high  scoring  honors.  A.  Z. 
Johnson  led  his  team  in  this  aspect 
with  Jim  Ilinson  running  a  close  sec- 
ond.
